I,  received  this  month,  will  appear  in  the 
next  annual  report. 

The  renumbering  and  cataloging  of  the  books  received 
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from  the  Library  Association  and  the  Public  Library 
have  been  carried  on  along  with  the  regular  work  of  the 
library,  and  at  present,  with  the  exception  of  about  three 
hundred  volumes  of  bound  magazines,  all  the  books 
brought  in  in  1908  and  subsequently  have  been  rela- 
belled and  cataloged  uniformly  with  the  books  of  the 
college  library,  with  a  stamp  or  mark  to  indicate  the 
source  of  each  volume.

REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  BOARD  FOR   1910. 


To  THE  Durham  School  District: 

We,  the  members  of  the  Durham  School  Board,  have 
the  honor  of  submitting  herewith,  our  annual  report 
covering  work  done  during  the  year  and  recommenda' 
tions  for  the  coming  year. 

Owing  to  the  resignation  of  Prof.  Fred  W.  Morse  as  a 
member  of  the  Board,  C.  E.  Hewitt  was  appointed  to  fill 
the  vacancy  to  the  end  of  the  year. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  fall  term  of  the  present  school 
year,  requests  were  made  by  the  citizens  in  the  Mast 
Road  district  to  have  their  school  reopened.  As  several 
families  had  returned  there  and  enough  pupils  were 
numbered  in  the  district,  it  was  deemed  advisable  to 
grant  the  request. 

During  the  last  year  we  have  not  had  enough  schol- 
ars to  secure  state  aid  allowed  under  act  passed  in  ses- 
sions of  1909.  It  is  very  desirable  to  get  this  aid  if  pos- 
siole. 

In  accordance  with  the  vote  taken  at  the  last  district 
meeting,  the  ventilators  have  been  put  through  the  roof 
at  the  Village  School  building.  The  Packers  Falls 
school  house  has  been  put  in  thoroughly  good  repair, 
new  furniture  has  been  placed  in  the  village  school  and 
at  Packers  Falls,  new  maps  have  also  been  placed  in 
these  schools.  In  the  village  school  building,  picture 
moulding  has  been  placed  in  all  four  rooms  and  the  old 
pictures  and  frames  have  been  cleaned  and  repaired 
which,  together  with  the  new  pictures  which  have  been 
given  to  the  school,  have  been  hung  in  the  three  rooms 
now  in  use.  More  pictures  are  needed  to  make  these 
rooms    attractive    and    pleasant    to    both     teachers    and 
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scholars  and   the  Board  would  appreciate  any  gifts  of 
suitable  pictures. 

In  order  that  the  light  in  the  school  rooms  may  be 
easier  on  the  eyes  of  the  pupils,  we  would  recommend 
that  the  walls  be  tinted  and  we  have  allowed  an  item  for 
this  in  our  estimates  as  to  the  needs  for  the  coming  year. 

The  teachers  throughout  our  schools  have  given  uni- 
form satisfaction  and  have  been  very  devoted  to  their 
work.  Our  superintendent  has  rendered  excellent  ser- 
vice and  is  doing  much  to  improve  and  strengthen  our 
entire  school  system. 

In  order  to  do  the  best  work  in  our  Village  School  it 
seems  to  us  that  the  time  has  come  when  it  is  necessary 
to  open  the  fourth  room  in  the  Village  School,  taking 
the  fifth  grade  from  Miss  Berry's  room  and  the  sixth 
grade  from  Miss  Tower's  room  and  placing  them  in 
charge  of  a  competent  teacher  in  the  room  now  unoccu- 
pied. This  will  give  each  teacher  two  grades  and  thus 
more  time  can  be  given  to  each.  We  have  included  the 
cost  of  opening  and  maintaining  this  fourth  room  in  our 
estimates  for  the  coming  year. 

The  matter  of  suitable  drinking  water  for  the  scholars    ' 
in  the  Village  School    has    become   a    serious   one    and 
should  receive  attention.     It  is  hoped  that   some   suita- 
ble arrangement  may  be  made  during   the  coming  year. 

It  also  seems  that  a  little  money  should  be  raised 
each  year  to  be  used  in  planting  around  the  school 
buildings  in  order  to  beautify  the  school  grounds  and 
make  same  more  attractive  to  the  scholars.  We  have 
allowed  a  small  item  for  beginning  this  work. 

The  cistern  in  the  village  school  needs  repairing  and       i 
some  additional  gutters    for   the    building   provided  in       1 
order  that  plenty  of  water  may  be  stored  in  the  building 
in  case  of  fire  and  for  other  purposes. 

The  contract  has  been  let  and  the  work  will  soon  be       | 
completed  for  placing  in  the  boys'  closets  suitable  and 
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approved  slate  urinals  which  have  been  greatly  needed 
for  a  long  time. 

There  will  be  about  the  same  number  of  High  school 
scholars  as  last  year  which  will  require  not  less  than 
$1,250  GO  tuition. 

The  second  note  on  the  new  school  house  will  require 
$1,000.00  and  interest.  The  note  of  $500.00  which  the 
Board  was  authorized  to  negotiate  in  order  to  meet  the 
amount  in  excess  of  that  raised  for  the  repairs  of  the 
school  house,  should  be  paid  this  year.

REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF 

SCHOOLS. 


To  THE  School  Board  of  Durham. 

As  I  have  been  connected  with  your  school  system  for 
only  a  part  of  a  school  year,  my  report  must  necessarily 
be  brief.  Much  time  is  required  for  one  to  familiarize 
himself  with  the  conditions  existing  in  four  separate  and 
distinct  school  districts,  as  is  the  case  in  this  supervisory 
union. 

My  efforts  havs  been  confined  almost  wholly  to  class- 
room studies  and  management.  I  found  the  schools 
well  graded  on  an  eight  grade  basis,  and,  whereas  a 
graded  system  is  sometimes  found  to  be  oppressively  con- 
fined to  system,  I  feel  that  there  has  been  little  distur- 
bance on  that  account  in  Durham  because  of  the  individ- 
ual work  that  has  been  done  apart  from  regular  class 
work.  Where  this  is  possible,  grades  are  all  right, 
when  there  are  no  more  than  two,  or  possibly  three 
grades  for  each  teacher,  and,  in  the  latter  case,  twenty- 
five  pupils  is  the  largest  number  for  best  results.  While 
it  is  true  that  in  years  gone  by,  a  much  greater  number 
of  pupils  have  been  housed  and  schooled  in  one  room, 
the  fact  remains  that  we  are  living  in  the  present  age  and 
dispensation  and  the  demands  of  the  times  must  be  con- 
sidered. Five  distinct  grades,  as  at  Packer's  Falls,  is 
not  the  best  arrangement,  and  I  shall  advise  a  change 
there  when  the  proper  time  comes. 

All  grades  were  following  the  State  Program  of  Stud- 
ies for  New  Hampshire.  This  is  an  excellent  thing  but 
needs  to  be  extensively  supplemented  to  meet  peculiarly 
local  conditiond.  An  outline  has  been  arranged,  based 
upon  the  State  Course,  to  cover  our  work  for  all  classes, 
grades  and  texts  and  this  is  in  the  hands  of  the  teachers 
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who  consider  it  a  guide  post  not  a  hitching  post.  A  re- 
vision and  still  more  detailed  plan  will  be  advisable  and 
better  for  next  year.  A  very  few  desk  books  for  teach- 
ers' use  have  been  provided  and  I  shall  recommend 
many  more.  New  material  and  devices  gleaned  from 
such  books  put  added  interest  into  the  class  rooms. 

Progress  of  the  work  is  followed  by  personal  inspec- 
tion and  monthly  reports  and  summary  returns  from 
these  reports  are  supplied  each  teacher  and  are  posted  in 
the  rooms.  In  some  features  of  this,  the  pupils  are  tak- 
ing an  interest  to  see  their  school  make  a  good  showing 
in  comparison  with  all  schools  in  the  supervisory  union. 
Returns  from  my  general  tests  are  supplied  to  teachers 
that  they  may  compare  results  with  all  classes  of  the 
same  grade  in  the  district.  Teachers'  meetings  have 
been  held,  topics  of  general  interest  having  been  dis- 
cussed and  the  music  instructor  of  the  other  towns  has 
shown  her  work  to  Durham  teachers.  Talks  with  indi- 
vidual teachers  and  tracts  on  different  phases  of  school 
work  have  been  made  use  of,  semi-term  reports  sent  to 
parents  and  tangible  records  kept  at  schools, — in  so  far 
as  definite  records  are  deemed  wise, — all  with  the  idea  of 
enhancing  the  value  and  efficiency  of  the  schools. 

The  work  of  the  several  classes  is  creditable  but  not 
up  to  the  standard  we  hope  to  make.  It  should  all  come 
about  largely  by  ways  and  means  to  be  employed,  which 
same  will  gradually  be  used  as  fast  as  teachers  work 
them  out  for  themselves. 

I  have  few,  if  any,  recommendations  to  make  except 
such  as  are  possible  to  be  handled  directly  by  the  Board. 
New  maps  and  some  furniture  have  recently  been  added, 
and  additions  to  these,  reference  books,  a  few  more  good 
pictures,  numerous  additions  to  the  material  equipment 
and  some  work  in  beautifying  the  school  grounds  will 
be  well.  No  radical  change  in  texts  is  needed,  but 
some  worn  or  old  sets  should  be  exchanged  for  new  edi- 
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tions.  A  matter  we  should  have  seriously  iu  mind  is 
the  utilization  of  the  other  room  at  the  village,  provid- 
ing for  two  grades  for  each  teacher,  and  there  is  a  good 
opportunity  to  do  some  departmental  work,  it  being 
possible  to  secure  a.  teacher  from  Normal  School  to  take 
one  of  the  rooms  and  at  the  same  time  start  work  in 
music,  drawing  or  manuel  training.  When  this  is  con- 
sidered, special  work  may  be  established  for  Packer's 
Falls  and  the  other  schools  outside  the  village,  to  par- 
allel anything  we  may  have  at  the  Center.  I  am  not  in- 
dulging in  ideas  for  booming  the  Center  schools  at  the 
expense  of  the  others.  We  must  make  equal  provisions 
for  all,  and,  where  there  is  a  chance  to  make  a  model,  it 
is  well  to  make  the  most  of  it. 

The  equipment  of  each  school  is  in  good  condition. 
Improvements  made  at  Packer's  Falls,  and  those  more 
recent  at  the  village,  are  good.  Owing  to  the  tendency 
of  teachers  to  secure  positions  in  the  larger  towns  and 
cities,  we  must  make  our  equipment  and  system  attrac- 
tive along  the  lines  of  modern  ideas,  in  order  to  secure 
and  keep  the  most  desirable  teachers  and  to  compete 
with  larger  places. 

In  conclusion  I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  for 
the  cooperation  with  me  of  the  school  board  and  teach- 
ers.
